Graham, M.A., S.T.I,-, being the man 
lo gel ibis position. 

Kcv, .Mr. Graham, who is the regis- 
trar of the Wcsleyan Theological Col- 
lege, offered himself to the MSth in 
any capacity whatever, as private, cor- 
poral or anything, and received his 
position of chaplain with tlio rank of 
captain, lie is a graduate of the Uni- 
versity of Toronto, a corporal in the 
C.O.T.C., and professor of the Old 
Testament in the Wcslcyan College, 
and bis general popularity will make 
bis appointment a welcome one.

Methods of this sort are amusing 
and effective in recruiting work, and 
on Ibis as in several other respects 
tlic enterprise of the 1 IStli officers are 
to be congratulated' 

Another officer lo be provisional!) 
appointed on Colonel Magcc's staff as 
a company commander is Major A. 
Suden English. 

Major English, before the war, was 
an officer of ihe Grenadier Guards and 
enlisted as soon as war was declared, 
going across With the Royal Montreal 
Regiment, lie went through all ihe 
severe engagements which the llib 
fiattalion experienced up lo the battle 
of Glvcnchy, in which engagement lie 
was gassed. After being some months 
In hospital, be was transferred lo the 
23rd;Rcscrvo Battalion, and not being 
yet fit for service returned to Canada 
on sick leave. Major English entirely 
recovered during his stay bcrc, and 
instead of rejoining the 23rd, has 
joined tho MSth under Colonel Magec. 

The! MSth Is showing its resource- 
fulness in a number of ils recruiting 
stunts. During bis présence here last 
week Harry Lander at each of bis ap- 
pearances made a tshorl recruiting 
speech on behalf of the battalion. 

The Montreal Street Railway lias 
loaned to the battalion two of its ears, 
which have Iwen transplanted from 
Ihe tracks lo Dominion and Victoria 
Squares, and are a unique form of 
"recruiting office," and one which can- 
not escape notice. 

Although recruiting was not so ac- 
tive on Saturday with the MSth ils on 
the two previous days, yet a number 
of applicants presented themselves 
successfully. The recruits arc taken 
on strength and drilled ror a certain 
time before being put into uniform, so 
that when they do don the khaki they 
have acquired a soldierly appearance. 

Considerable work is being done on 
the brass band, but a numbcP of 
bandsmen arc still required, and il is 
I an excellent opportunity for men with 
{musical attainments in this line to 
join Ihe ranks, and thus serve their 
country in their own particular sphere 
of usefulness. A good band makes a 
i great différence to a battalion, and 
I Colonel Magec is taking as great care 
I in Ibis department as in all the others 
jof the MSth. I

Dean Adams gave bis second lecture 
on "The Relation of Science to Reli- 
gion" yesterday afternoon, to a well- 
filled room. 

lie opened by explaining Hint, al- 
though written history only weal back] 
a. short lime, yet scientists were able I 
to trace ihe history of the flora and 
fauna back for many million years. 
This was done by examining the dif- 
ferent forms of rock on the earth. 
Each belonged lo a certain period, of 
which the oldest is found in the Laur- 
entiaii Mountains. H is reckoned 
that tlio earth is roughly one hundred 
million years old. In these different 
forma of rock different species of 
flora and fauna are found. The ques- 
tion of how this came about has been 
studied especially during the last bun- 
dled years. 

The first theory put forth was that 
certain definite species were created, 
some cataclysm ttiok place on the 
earth, and all were destroyed. New 
creations then took place, and were in 
their turn destroyed. Thus, traces of 
several different successions of spe- 
cies arc found in these forms of rocks 
belonging to different ages. 

Dut this theory was promptly 
knocked on the bead, for intervening 
species were found. That is, no defi- 
nite line could be drawn between the 
different successions, and sonic spe- 
cies were found to lie in different otic- 
cessions, only slightly changed. 

Then ibc theory arose that species 
gradually changed, lu the earliest 
It cms of life the simplest form of inti- 
mai life were found, ami these gradu- 
ally became more and more complex 
us indl'uscs, fishes, reptiles, and mam- 
mals. To strengthen this theory, lie 
stated thai missing links were found. 
Animals half bird and half reptile. 
There is still an animal to be found 
half bird and halt mammal. When ii 
came to anatomy slill more startling 
proofs were forthcoming.. Some ani- 
mals were found lo have organs that 
they ntade no use of. We ourselves 
have an appendix, an organ which is 
found more fully developed in lower 
lets, has animals. 

Lamarquc first thought, of litis 
theory of gradual development when 
he thought of the giraffe. Undoubtedly 
the giraffe gradually stretched ils 
neck by grazing off frees. Rut Dar- 
win was the first to make actual ex- 
pcrinicuts. lie look several litters of 
common rock pigeons, mated those 
thai had a tendency to large tails, 
those that had extra large chests, and 
those I fiat flew in a peculiar-fashion. 
After a few- general ions he had three 
species, the fantails, the pouters, and 
the tumblers. 

More remarkable discoveries were 
made, however. J I was discovered 
that there was an arithmetical rela- 
tion between the different characteris- 
tics of the offspring of similar species. 
At this point the Church began to dis- 
pute the arguments of this scientist. 
Huxley and Tyndall, Darwin's suc- 
cessors, bad fierce controversies, 
which arc slill remembered by some 
of its. 

Dean Adams now went on to show 
llitil the theories of Ibese scientists 
veto not incompatible with the doc- 
fines of the Church. These theories 
UilV3 collapsed when applied lo the 
succession of the higher powers pos- 
sessed by man, such as his morals and 
atslhctic gifts. The theories bave a 
remarkable agreement wilh the ac- 
count of creation in Genesis, where it 
ts staled that the lower forms of life 
were created first and l be higher af- 
terwards. The places where Genesis! 
seems to disagree is where it is slated 
thai light was created before the 
heavenly bodies and vegetable matter 
before tltc sun. But scientists admit 
that there was a glow before the. 
heavenly bodies were created, and 
that vegetable matter could grow be- 
fore the sun was formed. 

At. the close of the meeting it was 
atinounced that Prof. McNaughton 
would speak next Sunday in the large 
hall, and Dean Adams would continue 
his course afterwards. 

Among those present was President 
Tory, of Alberta University, who be- 
fore bis appointment there bad had an 
active share in the work of erecting 
Strathcona Hall. President Tory spoke 
a few words before tltc meeting 
broke up.

When war was declared, A. L. Lock- 
wood, Med. T'», was in Germauy carry- 
ing on po.-t-graduate studies. He made 
his way out of thc country, and, reach- 
ing England, immediately applied to 
join thc Royal Army Medical Corp?, 
lie was accepted and was one of the 
first Canadians to land in Franco with 
the British Expeditionary Force. He 
Is now Captain Lockwood, or 3G Casu- 
alty Clearing Station, U.E.F., and 
writes: 

"Perhaps you will be interested to 
know thc sort of a life that it has been 
my lot to lead over there. I won't 
linger long o\cv Ihc nature of the 
work and ihc condition of life as I 
have found it during the last sixteen 
months, bill will try to tc|| you a few 
things regarding life and work unuci 
present conditions, and with a forecast 
of ih-e future here. Since August 1 
have been attached to either station- 
ary or general hospitals. 

"These differ now only as regards 
thc number or beds. A stationary hos- 
pital has normally 500 beds, and muBt 
be able lo expand to 750 within a few 
hours' notice. A general hospital has 
about 750 beds, and must be able to 
expand to 1,150. 

"At first these hospitals moved about 
as our front lines changed, but now 
lor twelve months have be-sn station- 
ary. I havo been uitached first to a 
stationary and latterly to a general 
hospital, as .surgical specialist. 

"We got our convoys in numbers 
from 50 to 150 within eighteen hours 
to four and live days alter they were 
wounded, depending on the severity of 
the engagement and the ability of thc 
field stretcher-bearers to remove 
the wounded. Many a man has lain 
out days and days, and yet seems none 
thc worse for it. 

"However, after fifteen mouths of 
such work, and after repeated appli .i. 
tious for a transfer, I was moved to a 
casualty clearing station. A casualty 
clearing station is exactly what the 
name Implies- The wounded arc picked 
up by thc field stretcher-bearers and 
put into rubbcr-tircd, horse-drawn 
waggons— or moior ambulances, wblch 
arc rapidly replacing the waggon- — 
and arc taken at once lo thc casualty 
clearing station. The C. C. S.'s, as thc 
latter are termed, must no; bo over 
eight miles from the front line of 
baille. Thc start' of a t.'.C.S. consists 
or eight surgeons and nine sisiers 
(nurses), besides fiS Ira ucd male 

nursing orderlies, 

"Thc surgery of a CCS. conaiMs 
only in operations to save life. If 
there is such a thing ns a Dante's in- 
ferno on earth, it is a CCS. dtiringa 
battle, The wounded are carried to it 
in hundreds. They arc packed to- 
gether in rows on the ground or 
stretchers, curb waiting his turn to be 
taken lo the operating room. As many 
as eleven hundred such stretchers 
have heed strewn about ouc CCS. in 
a single night. 

"TIm CCS. works like a mill. The 
singeons and sisters work In relajs. 
The wounded man has his operation, 
and nt once. If fit to travel, Is sent on 
in molor ambulances lo a hospital 
train at h railroad head. . Only the 
most serious cnyes must be kept— only 
those not fl( lo travel. And so the 
mill grinds on, till all those eases 
have been operated on una BPa safe lo 
be moved,"

American Academy Honor* Educator** 
Work for Literature. 

Dr. Charles \V. Eliot, of Harvard, 
was presented with a gold m-cdal for 
distinction In literature by the Ameri- 
can Academy of Arts and LcUois- 'I lie 
medal was designed by James Earlc 
Fraser, and i.s the first given by the 
Academy since it was foundca more 
than ten years ago. 

Dr. Nicholas .Murray Butler, presi- 
dent of Columbia, made the presenta- 
tion speech, in which he dw.jll upon 
tbe many achievements of Dr. Eliot, 
and Faid that be had been particularly 
an Influence in literature through 
educational work. Dr. Eliot said Ihe 
medal meant much to him, because it 
brought with it, be believed, the cs- 
t-Mm and affection of thc Academy, 
the. members of which he had long 
known and cared for.
